Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 4-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Based on the 
decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, there is no 
motivation to combine the handle of Spivey with Piccini. Thus, the prior art does not 
show or suggest having a handle 30% larger than the size of a handle used for the 
conventional sport implement.
